A joint statement was issued to- 
day by representatives of Food

In cooperation with the 
western office and the California 
State Federation of Labor, the na- 
tional council of cannery and pro- 
cess workers is engaged in pre- 
paring arguments in support of 
their case to present at hearings 
before the California industrial 
welfare commission either during 
the latter part of this month or 
early in March. 

A preliminary meeting was held 
in San Francisco this week. Fur- 
ther conferences will be held by 
the representatives of the three 
groups in order to assemble an 
impressive array of arguments to 
be presented to the industrial wel- 
fare commission when the date for 
the hearing is set.
